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PRESSURE GROWS 
IN UNIT BATTLE

PRESSURE is growing on 
health bosses to abandon 
plans which could see Oswest¬ 
ry’s maternity unit downgrad¬ 
ed to a birthing centre. 

A key health seminar on Mon¬ 
day heard from mothers who have 
used midwife-led maternity units at 
Oswestry, Ludlow and Bridgnorth and 
who have started a campaign calling 
for the services to remain unchanged. 

Meanwhile, community activists this week 
formed a new group to fight health cuts. 
Oswestry Defend Our NHS says it will be cam¬ 
paigning over a number of issues including 
keeping a full maternity service. 

And in a further boost to the maternity bat¬ 
tle, North Shropshire MP Owen Paterson and 
Oswestry Mayor Paul Milner say they back cam¬ 
paigners in their fight. 

At the seminar on Monday, campaigner Liz 
Grayston told health bosses of her experience of 
using the unit and spelt out why she had started 
her Save Oswestry Maternity Unit campaign. 

Downgrading 

Campaigners are worried that a downgrading 
of the service would mean mothers would be un¬ 
able to have overnight stays and those in labour 
out-of-hours would have to telephone an on-call 
midwife to open up the unit up. 

Speaking after the seminar, Mrs Grayston 
said: “What I really took from the conference 
was that nationally community hubs are the 
way forward, something to a large extent we 
have here in Shropshire and what other areas 
aspire to have, so it would be ridiculous if that 
changed. 

“Despite fearing for the future of our units, 
it does appear as though Shropshire is leading 
the way.” 

Now Mrs Grayston is calling for a public con¬ 
sultation on the county’s rural units in order 
for campaigners to make their points “loud and 
clear”. 

The battle to maintain maternity services 
will also be a key priority for the new Oswestry 
Defend Our NHS group, members said this 
week. The new group is headed up by Neil Gra¬ 
ham from St Martins and Barry Edwards from 
Oswestry. 

The group has published a leaflet which sets 
out a pledge that it will campaign to ensure a 
full maternity service for Oswestry. 

North Shropshire MP Owen Paterson this 
week threw his weight behind the maternity 
campaign. 

Mr Paterson said for routine, non-emergency 
births, the nearer to home mothers give birth, 
the better. 

Oswestry Mayor Paul Milner also backed the 
campaign this week and he confirmed Mr Pat¬ 
erson had invited him and Mrs Grayston to a 
meeting next month where they will have an 
opportunity to question health officials.

Gemma’s crafty way to protest against Trump

AN anti-Trump protest will take place in 
Oswestry - but forget marching and placards, 
think more cross-stitch and crochet. 

Gemma Manning-Bentley, who runs Gem- 
mipop Designs in Oswestry, will host an 
evening of ‘craftivism’ tomorrow night (Fri¬ 
day) in a bid to promote solidarity and pos¬ 
itivity against President Donald Trump and 
his controversial policies. 

Trump’s decision to stop people from sev¬ 
eral mainly Muslim countries entering the US 
has caused outrage. 

Feminist, crafter and jewellery maker 
Gemma, aged 32, said the idea of the gentle 
protest is to channel any negative energy and 
feelings into something positive. 

She said: “Over the past few months and 


more recently I’ve been feeling pretty helpless 
by what’s going on in the world. 

“It’s been a really frustrating and confusing 
time. 

“But one thing I have noticed is that many 
other people I know feel the same way, so 
that’s what made me decide to organise the 
evening. 

“It will be a chance for people to get to¬ 
gether over tea and cake, while working on 
something. 

“The aim really is for people not to feel 
isolated in their concerns and be brought to¬ 
gether and focus on creating something pos¬ 
itive. 

“It’s about turning the negativity into 
something good.” 


In the run-up to the event, Gemma has 
been creating badges and cross-stitch with 
anti-Trump messages, as well as messages 
of positivity and hope, with everything from 
‘Crafters against Trump’ to ‘Let Love Trump 
Hate’ and ‘Make Tea Not Walls’. 

The evening of craftivism is taking place 
from 7pm. 

It is free to attend but Gemma asks people 
to give what they can spare with any dona¬ 
tions going towards a women’s charity. 

Gemma’s studio, which she shares with her 
sister Hollie Manning of Pamper Treat Re¬ 
peat, is on Willow Street in Oswestry, above 
BetFred and Vicious Pink tattoo studio.

Police make witness 
plea after armed 
raid at town shop 

POLICE say they are remaining open 
minded on whether an armed robbery 
at a shop in Oswestry at the weekend is 
linked to a raid at another shop in the 
town seven days earlier. 

A masked man robbed a convenience 
store at knifepoint in the latest in a series 
of armed robberies to hit Oswestry. The 
man barged into the Co-op store on Cas¬ 
tle Street on Saturday night, leant over 
the till, and managed to flee with money. 
The robbery is the fourth in five months 
where convenience stores in Oswestry 
have been targeted. Police say the robber 
was a white man, in his mid 30s or 40s, 
around 6ft tall, and of skinny build. 

He was said to be wearing blue jeans, a 
grey zip up hooded top, with a blue scarf 
or mask covering his face. West Mer¬ 
cia Police say he may have had a small 
blade or knife on him at the time. Nobody 
was injured during the incident. It was 
reported at about 7.50pm and the store 
remained closed until Sunday morning. 

Last week there was an attempted rob¬ 
bery at Top Shop in Laburnum Drive, 
Oswestry, where a shopkeeper used a 
wooden pole to chase off a knife-wielding 
man. Detective Sergeant David Meyer of 
West Mercia Police said: “While there is 
nothing to suggest a link to previous rob¬ 
beries at this stage, we will remain open 
minded as investigations continue and I 
urge anyone with information that could 
help to contact police as soon as possible.”

Bags of dumped 
waste cleared up 

NEARLY 50 bags of illegally dumped 
waste were cleared up in Welshpool over 
the weekend. 

The sacks of fly-tipped rubbish were 
cleared as part of an operation by town 
council staff. The piles of rubbish were 
found behind Welshpool Town Hall and in 
the Foundry Lane area of the town, lead¬ 
ing to fresh concerns about the region’s 
fly-tipping problem. 

Those involved in the clean-up also re¬ 
moved a substantial amount of smashed 
glass left by people out drinking on Sat¬ 
urday night.

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Crash leads to further calls 
for A5 road improvements

FRESH calls have been made for 
a notorious accident blackspot 
to be upgraded following the lat¬ 
est in a series of crashes. 

North Shropshire MP Owen Pat¬ 
erson said the latest crash on the 
Shotatton crossroads on the A5 near 
Oswestry emphasised the “desperate 
need” for the road to be dualled. 

A man in his 20s was taken to Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital with minor injuries 
after his car rolled over on the road shortly 
after 2am on Friday. 

Mr Paterson said: “It’s an absolutely 
abysmal road. The only solution is to have a 
proper dual carriageway in both directions. 

“Thankfully this man only suffered 
minor injuries but that’s not always the 
case, many of my constituents have been af¬ 
fected by death and injuries on this stretch 
of road. 

“The road being brought up to a modern 
standard would save lives and the trauma 
it causes friends and family following an 
accident.” 

Mayor of Oswestry, Councillor Paul Mil¬ 
ner described the Shotatton crossroads as 
“lethal” and said he backed Mr Paterson’s 
call for the road to be turned into a dual 
carriageway. 

He said: “Too many accidents and too 
many lives have been lost on that stretch 
of road, and I think something needs to be 
done about the road sooner rather than 
later. 

“The road also causes people from 
Oswestry who are travelling to A&E to get 
there slower because it’s such a poor road.” 

It comes in the same week Mr Paterson 
confirmed that a date had been set for when 
roads minister John Hayes will visit the 
county. 

Mr Hayes will visit Shropshire on March 
2, accepting an invitation from the Con¬ 
servative MP, as part of his 20-year long 
campaign to see the A5, particularly the 
stretch between the Nesscliffe bypass and 
the North Wales border, upgraded to a dual 
carriageway. 

The minister will be driven along the 
stretch of the A5 north of Shrewsbury 
which is the only single carriageway section 
of the Trans-European Highway between 
Dover and Holyhead. 

West Mercia Police and Shropshire Fire 
and Rescue Service attended the crash on 
Friday. 


A CHIP shop has changed hands for the 
first time in 32 years. 

Chris and Kath Tinsley have handed over 
the reins of the chip shop in Gobowen to 
Chris and Vicky Paterson to concentrate on 
their other family business, CKs printing 
and embroidery. 

It is the end of an era for the Tinsleys 
who say they have enjoyed being part of the 
community and living above the shop. 


“Our children grew up living above the 
chip shop - our son was even born there,” 
Mr Tinsley said. 

The couple became well known for their 
fundraising for local charities, such as Der- 
wen College and national ones like Break¬ 
through Breast Cancer. 

Mr Tinsley says that he was the first in 
the area to offer special takeaway children’s 
meals, complete with a sticker and a lolly. 


The takeaway business has changed in 
the past three decades but the couple say 
they enjoyed the business. 

“When we began we were still wrapping 
fish and chips in newspaper, something you 
simply can not do today,” he said. 

“There is also such a wide variety of dif¬ 
ferent takeaway businesses today. 

“I introduced my homemade chicken 
curry onto the menu many years ago too.”

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Report says 
patient was 
hit by delay 

A SPINAL injury patient being treat¬ 
ed at Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital 
was in hospital for almost a year until 
a care package could be put in place 
at home. 

The case was named in a report 
about the longest delays for patients 
being released home. A recent BBC 
investigation used the Freedom of 
Information Act to discover that 130 
patients have waited 100 days or 
longer to be discharged from hospital 
over the past three years. A patient 
at the hospital waited 324 days to be 
released - one of the longest delays in 
the country. 

Beverley Tabernacle, director of 
nursing at Oswestry Orthopaedic 
Hospital, said: “It is unfortunate 
when a patient suffers a delay in the 
transfer of their care out of a hospi¬ 
tal setting, and there can be many 
reasons why that can happen. This 
case relates to a spinal injury patient, 
whose needs were complex and chal¬ 
lenging. The individual made great 
progress in the care of our spinal in¬ 
juries team and was assessed as being 
fit to go home in late 2015. However, 
this was dependent on an appropriate 
care package being in place, and dur¬ 
ing this time the patient’s needs were 
constantly evolving, requiring further 
assessment. I am happy to say that, in 
no small part down to the hard work 
of our dedicated team, this person has 
been able to leave hospital.” 

Police boss gives 
view on station 

WEST Mercia’s Police and Crime 
Commissioner says he is in favour of 
officers sharing buildings with other 
organisations. 

John Campion was quizzed over 
the future of Oswestry police station 
at a meeting of the town council and 
said that, with the investment in the 
CCTV headquarters at the station in 
Park Street, he did not envisage the 
building being sold. 

“There has been a lot of money 
spent on the CCTV control room.” 

Howice Mr Campion said he was 
very much in favour of organisations 
sharing resources, including build¬ 
ings. 

“In Whitchurch there is a scheme 
to move the police station to the fire 
station building,” he said. 

“I understand this is progressing 
and is now subject to planning ap¬ 
proval.” 


Further support given to 
maternity campaigners

SUPPORT continues to grow for 
a campaign calling for Oswest¬ 
ry’s maternity unit to be safe¬ 
guarded for the future. 

Health bosses are reviewing mid- 
wife-led maternity units in Shropshire 
and plans could see the units down¬ 
graded to birthing centres. 

That would mean mothers would be una¬ 
ble to have overnight stays and those in la¬ 
bour out-of-hours would have to telephone 
an on-call midwife to open up the unit 
up. Parents who have used the Oswestry 
unit have started a campaign opposing 
the move. Oswestry campaign leader Liz 
Grayston this week called on the public to 
keep signing and sharing the online Save 
Oswestry Maternity Unit petition, which 
has attracted more than 1,800 signatures 
so far. The battle was given a boost thanks 
to support from North Shropshire MP 
Owen Paterson and Oswestry Mayor Paul 
Milner as well as support from the newly 
formed Oswestry Defend Our NHS organi¬ 
sation. Group members said the maternity 
unit issue would be a key priority. Oswestry 
Defend Our NHS meets in the Bailey Head 
pub on the first Tuesday of the month at 
7.30pm. 

A seminar was held on Monday to discuss 
maternity services. Women whose births 
are considered low risk in Shropshire will 
continue to have choice about where to give 
birth, the county’s leading midwife vowed. 

Sarah Jamieson said she recognised the 
importance of birth choice and for women 
to give birth close to home. She said: “Our 
aim, when implementing the recommenda¬ 
tions of the review, is to maintain choice for 
all low-risk women, giving them the option 
of giving birth at home, at a midwife led 
unit or at our consultant led unit. 

“We also want to explore the creation of 
community hubs where women could access 
clinics and appointments closer to their 
home. But to do this we will need to work 
differently and we have begun to explore 
how we might do this.The key message 
from the conference was that we should 
ensure continuity of carer for women dur¬ 
ing all stages of their pregnancy, labour and 
birth and that, in order to do this, we need 
to provide staffing for our women, rather 
than concentrate on staffing a building. 
This key message was reinforced at the con¬ 
ference by our speakers from both Ports¬ 
mouth and Powys.” 


A FARMER who risks losing out 
on land his animals have grazed on 
for more than 20 years says he will 
fight council plans for a traveller 
site to be built on it. 

John Wigley spoke out against 
Shropshire Council plans for the 
change of use of the land to create 
up to six traveller pitches, along 
with two amenity blocks. The devel¬ 
opment would be on fields adjacent 
to Mr Wigley’s Drenewydd Farm at 
Park Hall, near Oswestry. His fam¬ 
ily have rented the fields from the 


council for many years and he says 
they help support the last remaining 
dairy farm in the village. 

He said: “Over the years we have 
lost other pieces of ground at Park 
Hall to housing and other projects 
and this represents another reduc¬ 
tion in the area of the land farmed, 
squeezing the business still further. 
The fields which we rent from the 
council are an integral part of our 
farm which is sadly the last remain¬ 
ing dairy farm in the village.” 

If plans are approved, it will be 


the second traveller site in Park 
Hall - the first of which was granted 
an extension for 10 extra pitches in 
2011. 

Residents have launched a cam¬ 
paign objecting to the plans. They 
have set up the Park Hall Against 
Development Facebook page. More 
than 90 objections have been raised 
on Shropshire Council’s planning 
portal and nearly 200 letters of ob¬ 
jection have also been collected in 
the village. A decision on the plans 
is expected on February 28.

THE border between England and Wales is 
usually marked by a sign on the side of the 
road. 

But on the Shropshire/Wrexham border 
a rural community says it is marked by pot¬ 
holes and flooded, muddy lanes. 

Those who live on the Welsh side says 
that their English neighbours have coun¬ 
try lanes that are kept in good condition by 
Shropshire Council. 

But their roads, that lead up from the 
Ceiriog Valley are, they say, in a dreadful 
condition. Community Councillor John Lee 
Jenkins said: “You can see where the resur¬

Schools up 
for sale in 
council move 

THEY used to be alive to the sounds of 
children - but two schools are now likely to 
be demolished after being put on the mar¬ 
ket for up to £1 million.

Maesbury closed in 2012 and is listed for 
sale as a “development opportunity” with a 
guide price of £325,000. 

The 1.42 acre site is described by Halls 
as “a most interesting development oppor¬ 
tunity, subject to the receipt of relevant 
statutory consents”. 

“The school was built in the late 19th 
century with subsequent later additions,” 
the Arm said. 

“It is of traditional construction incorpo¬ 
rating stone elevations beneath a tile roof 
cover. Internally the accommodation is cur¬ 
rently divided into three classrooms with a 
gym/dining hah, staff rooms and offices.” 

Last year Shropshire Council confirmed 
that it was in the process of reviewing ah 
of its assets as it seeks to cope with an ever 
tightening budget and huge rises in the 
cost of providing adult social care.

He said Powys County Council needed to 
look into the effect the reduction in refuse 
services has on communities that are af¬ 
fected by fly-tipping. 

He said: “The thing is this all relates 
back to the three-weekly bin collections and 
on top of that, the opening hours of the re¬ 
cycling centre are going down to three days 
a week which isn’t going to help matters. 
Moves like this result in more fly-tipping. 

“I don’t know what planet the county 
council is on if it doesn’t recognise that. 

“We have done our best to get the rub¬ 
bish cleared. Our lads cleared almost 50 
sacks of rubbish on Saturday, as well as 
glass following a fight on the top of the high 
street in Saturday night.” 

Mr Robinson said Welshpool Town Coun¬ 
cil would now keep a record of how much 
rubbish is cleared from fly-tipping to make 
Powys County Council aware that instances 
of fly-tipping were on the rise. 

To combat the problems about 20 new 
bins are being put in place in Welshpool 
over the next week. It comes after last week 
more than 20 bags filled with dog waste 
were found hanging from a tree, along the 
canal at the end of the playing fields, near 
to Flash Leisure Centre. 

Councillor Graham Breeze criticised the 
culprits. He said: “It’s absolutely unbeliev¬ 
able that someone would do this. It looks 
as though over a period of time, someone 
has been doing this as part of a disgusting 
daily ritual because there’s more than 20 
bags there at least. 

“Many people use the canal towpath for 
various activities, such as walking and run¬ 
ning along it, we’re all being encouraged to 
use it, so to see this sort of behaviour is just 
appalling. It beggars belief.” 

Last November, Welshpool Town Coun¬ 
cil took on the Street Scene Services in 
the town from Powys County Council, 
which includes dealing with fly-tipping, 
street cleaning, graffiti removal, litter bins, 
hedges and verges, as well as open spaces. 


Talks held over access issue 



Roger Whitting wonders how he can reach the primary care centre 


TALKS have been held over how to resolve 
the problem of parked cars blocking access 
to a medical centre for those with wheel¬ 
chairs or mobility scooters. 

Oswestry Access Group has had talks 
with the town’s primary care centre about 
cars lining the pavement. 

The chairman of the group Roger Whit¬ 
ting held talks with an NHS property man¬ 
ager about the problems that patients with 
disabilities face trying to get to the centre 
off the Gobowen Road. 

Mr Whitting said: “Our main discussions 
centred on the access when coming from 
the Wilfred Owen Green and Shelf Bank.” 
He said his first plea had been for a drop 
down kerb to be constructed and for cars to 
be banned from parking on the pavement 


at that point. That, he said, would allow pa¬ 
tients to have access from the green. 

He added: “The second issue is the ef¬ 
fect people parking on the pavement have 
on those with sight problems. Those with 
guide dogs need a clear pavement.” He 
said there were also problems accessing 
the health centre from the Gobowen Road 
traffic lights which involves crossing the 
Cambrian Railways railway line. Mr Whit¬ 
ting was joined at the meeting by Oswestry 
Mayor Paul Milner. He said: “The property 
manager spend a lot of time looking at pos¬ 
sible solutions to fix our problems and took 
the time to walk to the other end of Wilfred 
Owen Green so that I could show her where 
the patients come from and how the parked 
cars mean we have to make a long detour.”

Enjoyed (no that’s not the right 
word), let’s say “experienced” 
my first session of Powys Coun¬ 
ty Council’s cabinet in session 
last week when I went along 
determined to have my say on 
the recycling issues in my new 
role as a county councillor. And 
what an eye-opener it turned out 
to be. I learned an early lesson 
about protocol and procedures 
when informed that I should 
have sought permission to speak 
in advance. But thanks to the 
generosity of the Council Lead¬ 
er Barrie Thomas I was allowed 
to make my point anyway and 
was delighted to see a U-turn on 
household waste recycling cen¬ 
tre closures.

Fresh plea over funding 
black hole for councils 


The funding crisis faced 
by our councils shows no 
sign of shrinking. Report 
by DOMINIC ROBERTSON 

COUNCILS have issued a fresh 
plea for extra funds amid warn¬ 
ings town halls face a £5.8 bil¬ 
lion black hole by 2020. 

The Local Government Associa¬ 
tion said two-thirds of councils will 
be forced to find greater savings 
than expected to plug funding gaps 
next year, with problems set to con¬ 
tinue. 

The body representing councils across 
England and Wales called for new money 
to fund social care, claiming that many 
authorities would be left worse off as a 
result of reforms announced by minis¬ 
ters. 

In recent weeks both Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil and Telford & Wrekin Council have 
called on the Government to reconsider 
its funding for adult social care. 

Malcolm Pate, leader of Shropshire 
Council, has written to communities sec¬ 
retary Sajid Javid to say: “We are rapidly 
reaching a point where we will be unable 
to afford adult social care alone.” 

Shaun Davies, leader of neighbour¬ 
ing Telford & Wrekin Council, has also 
spoken of the difficulties facing the au¬ 
thority, which has to reduce its budget 
by £35 million this year, having already 
made £100 million of cuts in recent years. 

In December the Government said it 
would allow authorities to increase coun¬ 
cil tax by an extra three per cent to fund 
social care. 

Councils can currently raise council 
tax by two per cent to pay for adult social 
care. 

Under the new Government plan, the 
three per cent rise will only be permitted 
if council’s opt for a zero per cent rise in

a third year. Councillor Pate has de¬ 
scribed the proposal as “rearranging 
the deckchairs on the Titanic” and said 
the council would actually be worse off. 

Mr Javid has also announced that a 
£240 million “adult social care support 
grant” will be created for 2017/18 by re¬ 
forms to an existing scheme designed to 
encourage councils to build extra prop¬ 
erties, known as the new homes bonus 
(NHB). 

But early analysis by the LGA sug¬ 
gests 57 care authorities will be worse 
off as a result as they will lose more in 
NHB payments. 

Changes to the NHB mean coun¬ 
cils need to achieve housing growth of 
greater than 0.4 per cent to qualify. 

The LGA said this will see 201 dis¬ 
trict councils lose out on NHB money 
they had planned for in 2017/18, push¬ 


ing them closer to a “financial tipping 
point”. 

In a message to ministers before 
the final local government finance 
settlement for 2017/18 is confirmed, 
the LGA’s Tory chairman Lord Porter 
said: “No new money from central gov¬ 
ernment is being provided to councils in 
2017/18. In fact, more than two-thirds 
of councils will actually be worse off 
next year than they were expecting. 

“Councils need the Government to 
reverse new homes bonus cuts next 
year and fund the adult social care ser¬ 
vices grant with new money. 

“This would avoid councils from hav¬ 
ing to make deeper than expected cut¬ 
backs to local services in 2017/18 and 
would provide some short-term support 
to councils providing social care.” 

Lord Porter said that even by carry¬ 


ing out huge cuts to services councils 
will still not be able to plug their funding 
gap. He said: “None of this changes the 
fact that all councils face an overall £5.8 
billion funding gap by 2020. 

“If councils stopped filling in potholes, 
maintaining parks and open spaces, 
closed all children’s centres, libraries, 
museums, leisure centres, turned off 
every street light and shut all discre¬ 
tionary bus routes they would not have 
saved enough money to plug this gap by 
the end of the decade.” 

He added: “Genuinely new govern¬ 
ment money is also now the only way to 
protect the services caring for our elderly 
and disabled people and ensure they can 
enjoy dignified, healthy and independent 
lives, live in their own community and 
stay out of hospital for longer, and re¬ 
duce the pressures on the NHS.”

Last week at Westminster we 
saw history in the making. 

The House of Commons voted 
overwhelmingly to invoke Article 
50 of the Lisbon Treaty, giving 
the Prime Minister the authority 
to begin negotiating the exit of 
the UK from the EU. 

Over half of those MPs voting 
in favour of invoking Article 50 
had voted ‘Remain’ in the EU 
Referendum. 

They have all decided to re¬ 
spect the decision made by the 
British people on June 23. 

Respect 

I have huge respect for them. 

They understand the meaning 
of democracy. 

There were of course some 
MPs who were not willing to re¬ 
spect the people’s decision, but 
they were heavily outnumbered. 

This is only the start of the pro¬ 
cess. 

The next stage will be consid¬ 
eration of the Bill (the Notification 
of Withdrawal Bill) in the House 
of Lords. 

I would expect their Lordships 
to consider the Bill very carefully 
and suggest some tweaks and 
changes. 

This is the proper role of the 
House of Lords. 

While some of their Lordships 
will feel they have no need to 
respect the views of voters, I 
would be very surprised if any 
fundamental changes were to be 
made to the Bill. 

The Prime Minister is keen that 
she can begin the process of ex¬ 
iting the EU by the end of March. 

It looks very much that this will 
be the case. 

One of the most contentious 
issues is the status of EU nation¬ 
als, living legally in the UK. 

Most of us want them to be 
guaranteed the right to remain. 

It is inconceivable that they 
will be asked to leave the UK. 

Personally I would have liked 
to see their status guaranteed 
now, to remove the uncertainty 
that many feel. 

But the Government’s view 
is that the other EU countries 
should guarantee the status of 
British nationals in their territo¬ 
ries at the same time. 

Logic 

This Government stance is 
based on logic. 

Unfortunately, some EU coun¬ 
tries are not prepared to discuss 
this until Article 50 is invoked. 

This is very unfortunate. 

But in my view there is no 
prospect of the UK ever refus¬ 
ing to guarantee long term res¬ 
idence, so we might as well do 
it anyway. 

Whatever, I hope an agree¬ 
ment will be reached very soon. 

I also hope the UKs exit from 
the EU will be conducted in 
a positive way by both sides 
throughout the negotiation.

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CAN EMPLOYMENT AGENCY WITHHOLD WAGES 
BECAUSE MANAGER DIDN’T SIGN MY TIMESHEET? 

Q: I have been temping through an agency since finishing Uni last summer. In the run-up to Christmas the firm I was working at was super busy and I put in a 
lot of extra hours in the last week. When I asked the manager to sign my timesheet, however, he refused. He said it shouldn’t and couldn’t have taken me as long 
as I made out it had to do the job and that I was late starting. As a result of this the agency withheld payment of my wages completely. Can they legally do this? 

A: On the facts provided, the agency’s failure to pay wages is a breach of the Conduct of Employment Agencies and Employment Business Regulations 2003. 
You are entitled to payment for the hours claimed and as your contract is with the agency, not the end client, the agency is responsible for making payment to you. 

If there is a dispute regarding the hours worked the agency should investigate to ensure that the hours have been properly worked but this in itself is not a lawful 
ground for them to withhold payment from you. The agency could check the hours worked by speaking to other workers for example or requesting work records 
from the end client. 

As to the allegation that you were late starting, the agency is still legally bound to pay you for the hours worked and cannot penalise you by withholding payment or 
paying a lower rate. The allegation could potentially lead to disciplinary action against you however and you may benefit from dropping into one of our free clinics 
and having a more in depth discussion with one of our employment law specialists, see details below.

Single site off 
the M54 could 
be solution to 
hospital issue 

I WOULD like to challenge some of the 
conclusions around A&E care. I believe 
we all want a prompt response in an emer¬ 
gency, local access and timely treatment 
by experts, in an environment designed to 
deliver this treatment and any immediate 
after care. 

With this in mind, why can’t we give 
some consideration to securing land that 
could support a single emergency centre 
mid-way between Shrewsbury and Telford 
hospitals? Imagine the advantages. A cen¬ 
tre supported by two acute hospitals, nei¬ 
ther more than seven miles away; each with 
an on-site urgent care centre. 

I would envisage access to the emergency 
centre straight off the M54, via a service 
road restricted to emergency vehicles only 
- if Jaguar Land Rover can have a service 
road, why can’t an emergency care centre? 

The emergency centre would need to be 
large enough to accommodate after care for 
up to 48 hours and critical care for patients 
too unstable to be transported to one of the 
acute hospitals. Those patients that need 
to be hospitalised, but fit enough to travel, 
would do so via a local, non-emergency 
transport service based at the centre. The 
A&E staff would be consolidated on to one 
site, providing the level of care we should 
expect from an A&E service. 

As the centre would only receive patients 
coming in by ambulance or helicopter, the 
former could be back on the road and avail¬ 
able for the next emergency much quicker.

RELEASED Treasury papers from 1982 
showed how Margaret Thatcher, despite 
the war cry (“the NHS is safe with us”) 
show the Tories were planning to scrap 
free universal healthcare and then force 
people to take out insurance.

Suspended term 
for sex offences 

AN Oswestry man who was involved 
in sexual activity with a 13-year-old 
girl has been given a suspended sen¬ 
tence. 

Martin Crouch had twice engaged 
in sex acts with girl when they were 
together in his car late at night. 

At Shrewsbury Crown Court 
Crouch was given 18 months in cus¬ 
tody which was suspended for two 
years. 

Judge Peter Barrie said Crouch had 
been 19 at the time and as the adult it 
was his responsibility to protect a girl 
of that age. 

In addition Crouch must complete 
200 hours unpaid work, attend a re¬ 
habilitation programme and will be 
on the sex offenders’ register for 10 
years. 

Crouch, of St Anne’s Drive, Morda, 
had pleaded guilty to the two charges 
of sexual activity with a child at an 
earlier hearing. 

Paul Smith, for Crouch, said reports 
showed his client to be vulnerable and 
immature with some cognitive diffi¬ 
culties. 

Motorcyclist still 
critical after crash 

A BIKER remains in critical care with 
life-threatening injuries after a crash 
on the A483. 

The 66-year-old man from Shrews¬ 
bury suffered serious head, chest and 
leg injuries after the red Honda motor¬ 
cycle he was riding and a black Vaux- 
hall Astra crashed at about 3.40pm 
on February 4, at the junction of the 
A483 with Maesbury Road, Oswestry. 

He was taken by air ambulance 
to the Royal Stoke Hospital where 
he is currently in the Critical Care 
Unit being treated for potentially 
life-threatening injuries.

Council looking to raise 
tax level bv 4.5 per cent

POWYS residents could face a 
4.5 per cent increase in Powys 
County Council’s share of the 
council tax, after recommenda¬ 
tions were made to full council. 

It will mean a rise of about £49.05 
for an average Band D property in the 
county, with the police precept and 
town and community council increas¬ 
es yet to be added. 

Despite the proposed increase, there will 
still need to be £9.636m cuts and the port¬ 
folio holder for Finance Councillor Wynne 
Jones warned worse could still be yet to 
come. He said Powys County Council had 
received a slightly improved budget from 
the Welsh Government this year, although 
they were still one of the lowest funded in 
Wales, but he said the extra money had 
come with a dire warning from Minister 
Mark Drakeford for some more tough budg¬ 
ets to come. 

Councillor Jones said the county council 
is estimating an increase in council tax for 
next year of 3.75 per cent and 3.75 per cent 
for 2019/2020. 

Some of the big cuts ahead include a 
£500,000 cut to the highways budget, a fur¬ 
ther withdrawal from providing village hall 
grants to save £67,000, a review of street 
lighting and a greater move towards LED 
lights to save £100,000, raising the age of 
admission to school to save £873,000 and 
further small school closure resulting in 
a £120,000. Many councillors voiced their 
concerns about a predicted overspend in 
adult social care and the proposed crea¬ 
tion of a specific reserve of £2.75million 
for the department but the money will 
only be accessed if a certain set of criteria 
are reached.The full council will make the 
final decision on the level of council tax at a 
meeting on Thursday next week.

Inquest is 
told biker 
was killed in 
A5 tragedy 

A MOTORCYCLIST died from multi¬ 
ple injuries after he lost control of his 
classic bike near Oswestry. 

Scott Roberts died instantly when 
his restored Vincent motorbike 
slipped on the A5. An inquest heard 
Mr Roberts lost control when his bike 
travelled over a painted hatched area 
of the road, which is more slippery 
than the normal carriageway. The 
motorcyclist was thrown from the 
bike and into the path of an oncom¬ 
ing car. The 32-year-old commission¬ 
ing engineer had been riding his bike 
from Oswestry towards Shrewsbury 
when the accident happened at just 
after 7am on September 26. 

He was struck by a Ford Fiesta 
coming from Shrewsbury and died at 
the scene. The driver of the Fiesta was 
uninjured. The inquest heard that the 
weather had been overcast and the 
road surface was damp. 

John Ellery, senior coroner for 
Shropshire, Telford & Wrekin, heard 
evidence from collision investigator 
PC Nick Stafford from West Mercia 
Police. PC Stafford said that the bike 
had been perfectly maintained and 
there was no deficiencies with the ma¬ 
chine. He told the hearing: “The Vin¬ 
cent was coming from the Oswestry 
direction and was in the left hand 
curve after a long straight. The mo¬ 
torbike was being ridden in the white 
‘hatched’ area.” 

He explained that this part of the 
road had significantly less ‘grip’ than 
the actual road surface. “He should 
not have been in that hatched area,” 
said PC Stafford. “The road was slip¬ 
pery but he was not riding at exces¬ 
sive speed although he was driving 
fast for the road conditions.” 

Mr Ellery said Mr Roberts, of 
Shaw’s Lane, Great Wyrley, Wal¬ 
sall, was “in the wrong place at the 
wrong time”. The coroner concluded 
Mr Roberts died as a result of a road 
traffic collision.

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Councillors 
air views on 
new bollard 
scheme idea 

THE automation of bollards on a 
town’s part pedestrianised roads 
could lead to traffic problems, coun¬ 
cillors say. 

Shropshire Council has said it is to 
pull the plug on the £12,000 a year 
contract it has with Oswestry Town 
Council that sees council staff manu¬ 
ally put up and down the bollards that 
turn Cross Street and other roads into 
pedestrianised areas between 9.30am 
and 4pm each day. 

Instead, the unitary authority 
wants to spend £50,000 on an auto¬ 
mated system to open and close the 
roads. 

At last week’s markets and car 
parks committee of Oswestry Town 
Council councillors said they were 
worried that an automated system 
would be prone to failure and that 
putting in a new system would be 
wasted money as there were calls to 
re-open Cross Street to traffic to try to 
rejuvenate the area. Councillor Chris 
Schofield, chairman of the Oswestry 
Townscape and Transport group 
which is looking at changes to the 
town centre traffic flow, said a traf¬ 
fic report would be discussed by the 
group in the next few weeks. 

It could then recommend a way 
forward but it would be the council 
that had to make any decision on the 
town centre road layout. Town Clerk 
David Preston said council staff would 
retain fobs to manually lower the bol¬ 
lards for the weekly markets. 

Councillor Amanda Woof said she 
was worried that if there were traffic 
problems because of a system failure 
people would go to the Guildhall ask¬ 
ing for help from the town council. 

“People will naturally assume that 
it is our problem,” she said. 

The council is to write to Shrop¬ 
shire Council for an update. 


Highways bosses air 
concerns over housing

A DEVELOPMENT of up to 600 
new homes on the edge of 
Oswestry would have a signifi¬ 
cant impact on a nearby round¬ 
about carrying two busy trunk 
roads, highways chiefs have 
said. 

Highways England has called on 
Shropshire Council to defer a deci¬ 
sion on a planning application for 
the homes off Shrewsbury Road in 
Oswestry for three months. 

This, it says, would give time for the ap¬ 
plicant to provide information necessary 
to show that the development does not 
severely impact on Britain’s strategic road 
network. J Ross Developments wants per¬ 
mission for the urban extension and says 
the homes would be built over a number of 
years. 

It has put forward a traffic assessment to 
show that there would not be undue pres¬ 
sure on the Mile End roundabout which 
carries both the A5 and the A483 main 
roads. 

But Catherine Brookes, operations di¬ 
rector for the Midlands region of Highways 
England, in a report to Shropshire Council 
said that although it had had additional 
information from the traffic specialist, 
Corun Associates, Highways England had 
identified various technical issues still 
outstanding. She said there was a need to 
incorporate the proposed access into the de¬ 
velopment, a few hundred yards from the 
roundabout, into the overall traffic model¬ 
ling to access how it would affect the island. 

A meeting will take place this week be¬ 
tween Highways England and the develop¬ 
er’s traffic consultant.

More schools performing 
better report reveals

MORE primary and secondary 
schools in Mid Wales than ever 
before are performing well and in 
need of less support, new find¬ 
ings have revealed. 

The Welsh Government has pub¬ 
lished its latest ratings for secondary 
and primary schools across Wales, 
with 10 of the region’s schools award¬ 
ed a green rating - the highest catego¬ 
ry possible. 

The system categorises schools as green, 
yellow, amber or red, with green schools 
said to be “highly effective”and red schools 
needing the “greatest improvement”. 

Welshpool High School is one of the 
schools to be rated green, an improvement 
on last year’s yellow banding. Other schools 
to be rated green include Arddleen CP 
School, Ysgol Llanbrynmair, Penygloddfa 
CP School, Ysgol Pontrobert, Buttington 
Trewern CP School, Ysgol Pennant, Old- 
ford Nursery & Infant School, Gungrog 
CIW Infant School and Llanidloes High 
School. Llanfyllin and Llandrindod Wells 
high schools were both placed in the red 
banding. Across Wales, the number of 
schools in need of the highest level of sup¬ 
port has decreased - with more than 80 per 
cent of primary and more than 60 per cent 
of secondary schools now in the green and 
yellow categories. 

Councillor Arwel Jones, Powys County 
Council cabinet member for schools, said: 
“Schools are increasingly building capac¬ 
ity to self-improve and becoming more 
resilient. Working together, schools and re¬ 
gional consortia understand well the chal¬ 
lenges ahead.”

Officer was 
at centre of 
investigation 
hearing told 

A POPULAR police sergeant was un¬ 
der investigation at the time he killed 
himself in hospital, it was revealed at 
an inquest hearing. 

Lee Andrew Johnson, a sergeant 
with West Mercia Police, died on 
February 13, 2016, after being found 
hanging in the Heddfan psychiatric 
unit at Wrexham Maelor Hospital. 

The 45-year-old, who was based 
in the Oswestry area, lived in Pan- 
tymwyn, near Mold, with his family. 
He was well-known for his Twitter 
account in which he mixed police ap¬ 
peals and news with snippets of hu¬ 
mour. 

At a pre-inquest hearing in Ruthin 
arrangements were made for a full 
hearing to be held over two days in 
June. Sergeant Johnson’s family 
and the Betsi Cadwaladr University 
Health Board were both legally rep¬ 
resented at the hearing and John 
Gittins, coroner for North Wales East 
and Central, said he would invite the 
West Mercia Force to attend the full 
inquest even though the officer was 
off-duty at the time of his death. 

The coroner said there would be 
reference to the fact that Sgt John¬ 
son was being investigated by the 
Independent Police Complaints Com¬ 
mission, but added: “My provisional 
view is that it was not of any great 
consequence.” On the question of the 
scope of the inquest, Mr Gittins said 
he would be calling evidence about the 
health board’s policies on observation 
of patients as well as the treatment 
and care the officer had received. 

“It has been acknowledged that he 
had an issue regarding alcohol and 
I shall want to hear how the board 
deals with someone with such an issue 
in their care,” he said. Among the wit¬ 
nesses will be consultant psychiatrist 
Dr Stuart Porter, who was involved 
in the serious incident review carried 
out by the board following the trag¬ 
edy.

A FORMER boxing club could 
be demolished for an apartment 
block to be built in its place, un¬ 
der plans lodged with Shropshire 
Council. 

The proposals have been submitted 
for the demolition of the building that 
housed Oswestry Boxing Club in Oak 
Street and for six one-bedroom apart¬ 
ments in a block to be built. 

Applicant Richard Cosgrove said if the 
plans are approved, he intends to put the 
properties on the open market to satisfy a 
need within the town for starter homes for 
those wanting to get on the housing ladder. 

The plans come as the club has outgrown 
the premises in Oak Street following an in¬ 
crease in membership. The owner is now 
seeking alternative premises on Maesbury 
Road Industrial Estate. 

In a design and access statement, Mr 
Cosgrove said: “The current building has 
reached the end of its useful life for com¬ 
mercial use in this location. 

“This is due to a number of factors pri¬ 
marily the lack of parking for visitors, load¬ 
ing and unloading and the construction of 
the building where any form of complete 
modernisation is not financially viable es¬ 
pecially due to its deterioration over recent 
years.” 

Mr Cosgrove said there have been previ¬ 
ous planning applications which have been 
either withdrawn or refused following con¬ 
cerns by Oswestry Town Council. 

He said: “The current application is for a 
more modest and less intrusive two-storey 
design in keeping with the current street 
scene. 

“The six apartments would be attracted 
to those wanting to get on the housing lad¬ 
der and working within the town or walk¬ 
ing distance.”

Call is made for 
more schools cash 

EDUCATION campaigners want 
more money from government after 
figures revealed Shropshire schools 
will be up to £395 worse off per pupil 
than two years ago. 

According to the National Audit Of¬ 
fice figures school spending pressures 
will leave schools in the Shropshire 
Council area nine per cent worse off 
per child on roll. The figures come as 
council chiefs and headteachers tackle 
concerns over a funding shortfall, 
fears of staffing cuts and increased 
class sizes, at a time when the gov¬ 
ernment is reviewing the way its cal¬ 
culates how much schools get. The 
Department for Education insists that 
it is putting a record amount of money 
into schools, however critics claim it 
has failed to take account of rising 
pupil numbers and increased costs. 

Rob Kelsall, Shropshire regional 
secretary for the National Head¬ 
teachers Association, said: “The gov¬ 
ernment seems to have completely 
ignored or underestimated the cost of 
running the average school between 
now and 2020.” 

Health bosses in 
flu jab reminder 

ONE in four people in Shropshire still 
have not claimed their free flu jab this 
winter. 

People are being urged to make sure 
that older friends and relatives are 
protected against flu this winter. 

It comes after hospital bosses said 
Telford’s Princess Royal Hospital is 
seeing a high number of patients with 
flu. 

Everyone aged over 65 is entitled to 
a free flu vaccination from their GP or 
a participating local pharmacy. 

Dr Ken Deacon, medical director 
for NHS England in North Midlands, 
said: “It might feel like the end of win¬ 
ter is not too far away, but it is cer¬ 
tainly not too late for people over the 
age of 65 to protect themselves against 
flu by claiming their free jab.”

Officers may get 
more technology 


POLICE in Shropshire could be giv¬ 
en smart phones and laptops to allow 
them to spend more time on the beat. 

West Mercia’s Police and Crime 
Commissioner John Campion has 
given his blessing to the plans after 
welcoming the conclusions of a “mo¬ 
bile technology pilot”, aimed at get¬ 
ting more police onto the streets. 

The pilot has seen West Mercia of¬ 
ficers in Evesham using a smartphone 
and laptop since last September. 

The idea behind the scheme is that 
the equipment gives officers access to 
more incident information on the go, 
allows them update victims and wit¬ 
nesses at the scene, and spend more 
time out in the community. 

Mr Campion said he is funding the 
scheme as part of his plans to create a 
reformed West Mercia Police. 

He reported that the results have 
been “positive, benefitting communi¬ 
ties”. 

The trial is now undergoing an eval¬ 
uation before West Mercia Police de¬ 
cide how the technology will be rolled 
out across the wider workforce. 


First-time buyers 
in property trap 

FIRST-TIME buyers cannot earn 
enough to get on the housing ladder 
in Shropshire, new figures reveal. 

The gap between average annual 
earnings and the amount needed to 
get a mortgage is continuing to widen. 

The average earnings of people 
in Shropshire is less than £26,000 
- while the amount required for an 
80 per cent mortgage now falls just 
short of £50,000. The numbers, re¬ 
leased by the National Housing Fed¬ 
eration, show that the average house 
price in Shropshire is now more than 
£218,000, about £40,000 more than 
the average for the West Midlands 
as a whole. In Telford & Wrekin the 
average annual earnings for 2015 was 
£24,000, but the income required for 
an 80 per cent mortgage was £37,503. 


Recycling centres' hours 
reduced to save services

TWO recycling centres in Mid 
Wales that were under threat of 
closure will remain open - but for 
only three days a week. 

Powys County Council’s cabinet 
have shelved plans to close the centres 
in Welshpool and Newtown for a year, 
after strong opposition from residents, 
councillors and politicians, with more 
than 800 responses to the consultation 
and more than 5,000 people signing a 
petition for their retention. 

The cabinet has instead opted for a re¬ 
duction in the centres’ opening hours. 

Members had originally considered the 
plans to close the centres, in a bid to cut 
spending by £700,000. 

However, now the local authority will 
provide £200,000 to reduce the pressure 
on the service and a further £300,000 con¬ 
tribution has now been proposed for the 
2017/18 financial year to allow alternative 
proposals to be developed in an attempt to 
make the full savings from 2018/19. 

Welshpool Councillor Graham Breeze, 
who campaigned for the centres to remain 
open, has cautiously welcomed the decision 
and now called on the council to commit to 
the future of the centres, asking for no fur¬ 
ther reduction in their service. 

However, Montgomeryshire Assembly 
Member Russell George has criticised the 
cabinet’s decision. 

He said: “In recent months, I have been 
inundated with correspondence from con¬ 
cerned constituents who have reacted an¬ 
grily at proposals to reduce the recycling 
provision in Powys. It is not acceptable for 
sites in Newtown or Welshpool to operate 
for just a few days a week. Both sites are 
very well used and this decision is a back¬ 
ward step.” He said the reduced hours 
could result in more fly-tipping.

Police chief 
lays out his 
priorities for 
the future 

KEEPING communities safe and 
safeguarding the vulnerable are the 
priorities of Dyfed-Powys Police over 
the next five years, its police and 
crime commissioner has revealed. 

Dafydd Llywelyn said there were 
far too many people killed or seriously 
injured on the roads of Mid Wales and 
pledged to promote road safety and 
target reckless drivers. 

In a draft police and crime plan for 
2017 to 2021 he also says he want vic¬ 
tims to feel confident they would be 
listened to and believed when contact¬ 
ing the police and wants to see more 
domestic abuse, hate crime, sexual 
offences and anti-social behaviour re¬ 
ported. 

Dyfed-Powys has the lowest num¬ 
ber of recorded crimes per head of 
population of all police forces in Eng¬ 
land and Wales. 

But Mr said: “I am prepared to see a 
short-term increase in recorded crime 
to encourage victims to do so. 

“Everyone deserves to live safety, 
free from harm and abuse. The most 
vulnerable people in society are par¬ 
ticularly at risk of becoming victims of 
crime and antisocial behaviour.” 

A rise in levels of domestic abuse 
and violent crime in recent years has 
led to a pledge to improve police re¬ 
sponse and invest in services that sup¬ 
port victims and reduce risk of abuse. 

Mr Llywelyn said that advances in 
technology were having a huge effect 
on the crimes that police now had to 
deal with. 

The police commissioner added: 
“Every police force is facing financial 
challenges, attributable, not just to 
funding pressures but also the chang¬ 
ing nature of demand on policing ser¬ 
vices. 

“With advancements in technol¬ 
ogy policing now faces the challenge 
of dealing with more complex crimes 
such as cyber-crime, online fraud and 
child sexual exploitation.”

Research flags up 
teacher assaults 

RESEARCH by Wales’s largest teach¬ 
ing union has uncovered that teach¬ 
ers and other school staff have been 
the victims of more than 4,500 phys¬ 
ical and verbal attacks by pupils over 
the past three academic years. 

Powys had one of the lowest inci¬ 
dents of attacks. Of the 90 reported, 
85 were physical and five verbal. 

In other authorities figures were 
much higher. Wrexham reported 
Wrexham 554, 419 verbal and 135 
physical, while Denbighshire did not 
respond to a Freedom of Information 
Act request by the union. 

NUT Wales Secretary, David Evans, 
said: “Clearly any incidents of physi¬ 
cal or verbal assault by pupils towards 
teachers or any members of the school 
staff are unacceptable. To see an aver¬ 
age of around 1,500 incidents a year is 
a great concern.”

“I am a singer who can’t remember 
the lyrics, so I sing, karaoke style, with 
the words in front of me and the back¬ 
ing track to accompany me,” he said.

phone. That will also raise funds for 
the orthopaedic.” 

He said that he had been helped a 
great deal over the years by the ortho¬ 
paedic. 

He said: “I have recently also been 
sent to the neuromuscular centre in 
Winsford where they have been able 
to wean me off all my painkillers. That 
has been fantastic as I had been suf¬ 
fering from side effects. I will be doing 
something to help them as well in the 
future.”

Man shoplifted 
after court 
appearance 

A SHOPLIFTER who stole more than 
£300 worth of perfume moments after 
leaving court was brought back before 
the magistrates and sent straight to jail. 

The bench told James Fury, aged 24, 
that his actions were a “slap in the face” 
after they had only hours before granted 
him a “last chance saloon” conditional 
discharge for stealing four joints of beef 
at The Meat Man, in Willow Street, 
Oswestry, on February 3. 

But the addict was brought back to 
court after he was arrested in Telford 
Shopping Centre shortly after he was 
captured in Debenhams on CCTV put¬ 
ting five packets of perfume worth £320 
inside a bag then leaving without paying. 
Fury, of Lime Grove, Oswestry, initially 
appeared at Telford Magistrates Court 
where he admitted an offence of stealing 
four joints of beef valued at £50. He was 
given a 12-month conditional discharge 
and ordered to pay a total of £155 in costs 
and victims’ surcharge. 

Just four hours later he was back in 
court where he admitted an offence of 
stealing and admitted breach of the con¬ 
ditional discharge. 

Euros Jones, mitigating, said: “He 
was walking from court to the train sta¬ 
tion when he got a phone call from his 
girlfriend saying she needed money for 
drugs. 

“He foolishly turned round and went to 
the shopping centre to steal goods to sell 
to get the money for the drugs and was 
arrested.” 

Magistrates re-sentenced Fury to six 
weeks in prison for the meat theft and 
six weeks in prison for the perfume theft 
and the breach to run consecutively. He 
was also ordered to pay £115 victims’ sur¬ 
charge. 

‘Shock’ over 
internet issues 

THE head of BT Openreach has admitted 
his surprise at the lack of broadband in 
the countryside. 

Clive Selley pledged to try to find solu¬ 
tions to help the plight of rural industry 
after talking to businesses affected by 
poor internet connection in Shropshire. 

The chief executive officer was invited 
to the county by MP Owen Paterson, who 
said broadband problems were prevent¬ 
ing many parts of Shropshire being able 
to compete in business with the rest of 
Britain. 

He said that as farms are increasingly 
diversifying and more and more busi¬ 
nesses are run from home it is stifling 
growth. During the day Mr Selley was 
introduced to traders and councillors in 
Whitchurch and was able to assure them 
that the superfast broadband would be in 
place in the town by December. 

Mr Selley ended his day talking to Jer¬ 
emy Rose from Ocean Telecom, which 
provides telecommunication solutions 
for businesses. 

Mr Paterson said: “It was interesting 
to see how shocked the head of Open- 
reach was to hear of so many problems.” 

“It was a very constructive day and I 
am hopeful that there will be both short 
term answers to individual problems and 
long term improvements now in the pipe¬ 
line.” 

Fire service has 
new pilot scheme 

SHROPSHIRE’S fire service is piloting a 
scheme in Oswestry to help prevent the 
old and frail from falling. 

Under the scheme, firefighters who are 
visiting older residents in Oswestry to 
offer fire safety advice will also make sure 
the resident has information about win¬ 
ter heating schemes, befriending services, 
and falls and healthy lifestyle advice. 

They will also keep an eye open for trip 
hazards when they do their fire safety 
checks in the homes of vulnerable people. 

Guy Williams of Shropshire Fore and 
Rescue Service said: “We carry out 3,500 
visits per year, where we focus on convey¬ 
ing a fire safety message. 

“But we need to utilise that opportu¬ 
nity while we’re in the property to share 
our partners ideas like winter warmth, 
social isolation, falls and healthy lifestyle 
options.” 

Every year more than 1,200 people 
have a serious fall in the Shropshire 
Council area and the initiative aims to 
help reduce that figure.

VOLUNTEERS spent a weekend 
working hard to clear trees and 
undergrowth on a disused sec¬ 
tion of canal, as they continue 
attempts to reopen it ahead of a 
multi-million pound restoration 
project. 

The £4.2 million project will be a 
major leap forward in the restoration 
of the Montgomery Canal, which has 
seen about half of the 33 miles brought 
back in use. 

The canal, which runs from just outside 
Ellesmere, past Oswestry and across the 
Welsh border through Welshpool to New¬ 
town, won a £2.53m Heritage Lottery grant 
to reopen a mile-and-a-quarter stretch of 
canal in the Pant and Llanymynech area. 

Members of the Waterway Recovery 
Group, part of The Inland Waterways As¬ 
sociation (IWA), recently worked on a dis¬ 
used railway embankment which blocks the 
canal. Michael Limbrey, chairman of the 
Shrewsbury District & North Wales branch 
of the IWA, said the weekend had proved 
“very successful”. 

He said: “The volunteers worked ex¬ 
tremely hard felling trees from the embank¬ 
ment and making sure access to the canal 
itself was clear of trees, ready for when the 
machines remove the embankment. 

“The weekend also saw volunteers of 
Shropshire Union Canal Society continue 
their work on the canal at Redwith, prepar¬ 
ing for next month’s start of the Heritage 
Lottery Fund-supported project to reopen 
the canal to Crickheath Wharf where boats 
can turn.” 

Mr Limbrey said it was the biggest Wa¬ 
terway Recovery Group party to visit the 
Montgomery Canal for some time.

Farmers eye 
hydro schemes 
as alternative 

MANY farmers and landowners are 
looking to hydroelectric power as an 
income source and as an alternative to 
wind and solar energy, according to an 
Oswestry-based legal expert.

2018 may change things as the lev¬ 
els of rent achievable for such sites is 
likely to reduce. 

“In a time of uncertainty, any form 
of diversification is worth considering 
and there are a variety of different op¬ 
tions out there. 

“As ever, making sure you obtain 
the right professional advice is critical 
to success.”

Benefits cut as 
new cash rules 
come into force 

HUNDREDS of people in Shropshire have 
seen their benefits cut since new rules 
came into force. 

The Benefit Cap was introduced in 
2013, and means that households in which 
nobody is in work can claim a maximum 
of £20,000 a year of benefits, or £23,000 
in London. It is lower depending on the 
claimant’s circumstances. 

In all, 142 households in Shropshire 
have seen their figures capped, with an¬ 
other 227 in Telford & Wrekin, since the 
introduction of the policy. 

The majority affected in Shropshire saw 
their income fall by less than £50 a week 
because of the new rules. 

The figures show that 84 people in 
Shropshire and 135 in Telford & Wre¬ 
kin had the cap knock £50 per week - or 
£2,600 a year - off their income between 
2013 and November last year. 

The limit paid to each household was 
lowered to £20,000 in November, having 
previously stood at £26,000, potentially 
bringing more households into the figures. 
Many who are already affected will also 
see their benefits cut further. 

Seven households in Shropshire and 13 
in Telford had between £150 and £200 a 
week - £7,800 to £10,400 a year - knocked 
off their income by the cap. 

Book recounts 
trip to Everest 

AN author and explorer is to release a 
book detailing his account of his journey 
to Everest Base Camp. 

Dave Andrew, the author of The 
Oswestry Round, is due to release the 
book later next year, a diary account of 
his epic journey. Mr Andrew released The 
Oswestry Round in December last year, a 
book detailing the circular walks around 
the town and borderlands, to raise funds 
for two charities close to his heart, The 
Lingen Davies Cancer fund and Cancer 
Research. Now he is to publish another 
book for two cancer charities. 

He said: “I received treatment for pros¬ 
tate cancer at the Lingen Davies centre 
at Royal Shrewsbury Hospital, so these 
charities were personal to me.” His latest 
publication is a collection of diary entries 
detailing his climb to Everest, which had 
humble beginnings at Gobowen train sta¬ 
tion. He added: “The book opens with me 
waiting early one cold morning at the sta¬ 
tion, and I’m plagued with doubts about 
the journey ahead of me, was I doing the 
right thing leaving behind my cosy life.” 

Mr Andrew will be giving a talk at 
Oswestry Library on Wednesday next 
week at 12.30pm.

f we are here to make sure 
history doesn't repeat itself'

IT takes a lot to stun 200 teenagers 
into silence, but there was a notice¬ 
able lack of talking during a long, 
dark walk back along the infamous 
rail tracks of Auschwitz-Birkenau. 

A day visiting the most famous sites of 
genocide in the world had finally taken 
its toll. The group quietly contemplated 
everything they had seen, the only noise, 
an eerie echo of train carts rattling in the 
nearby town of Oswiecim. 

It was the atmospheric end of a long day for 
pupils from across Shropshire and the West 
Midlands, who had started the day apprehen¬ 
sive but excited about a trip to Poland to see 
Auschwitz and Auschwitz-Birkenau. 

By the end of the trip, many of them felt 
they had a duty to keep the memory of those 
who perished in the camps alive. 

“The Nazis took their victims and they 
turned them into numbers. Today we took 
those numbers and we turned them into 
names,” James Curtis said. The 16-year-old 
pupil from The Marches in Oswestry added 
that he didn’t know how to feel about what 
he’d seen. 

“I was expecting it to be a dark and dingy 
place, completely devoid of life. It was ironi¬ 
cally beautiful. It’s nothing like you read in the 
books.” 

Destroyed 

The day began in Oswiecim, on the site of 
the Great Synagogue that once stood in the 
town. It had been the centre of the Jewish 
community in the area for 300 years, but was 
destroyed by Nazis when they first arrived in 
the town. 

Pupils were given pictures taken in the area, 
and discussed what life might have been like 
for pre-war Jews. 

It was a short drive to Auschwitz from 
Oswiecim, but the atmosphere in the coach 
noticeably changed. 

Many of the pupils were shocked at just how 
close this death camp was to the town - just a 
few kilometres from the city centre. 

As the stark buildings came into view, there 
was no mistaking the landscape. It’s been rec¬ 
reated a million times in films, and there’s no 
end of documentary footage and photographs. 

The trip, organised by the Holocaust Ed¬ 
ucational Trust as part of its Lessons from 
Auschwitz project, is all about what happens 
when the youngsters return. They’ll each 
come up with a way to share their experience, 
whether its through video, art or music. 

We met our guide, Michael, and he walked 
us through the streets of Auschwitz. 


“This is a museum, but it is not a regular 
museum,” he told us. “Auschwitz is a memo¬ 
rial to everybody that died here.” 

The first rooms deal with the volume of peo¬ 
ple who arrived at the camp. Pictures of con¬ 
fused but unsuspecting Jews walking into the 
camp line every wall. 

It’s impossible to know just how many peo¬ 
ple were killed at Auschwitz. People were 
treated as less than cattle and few precise re¬ 
cords were made. But when the groups walked 
through rooms filled with stolen eyeglasses, 
shaven hair ripped from the heads of female 
prisoners and seemingly endless piles of shoes 
- including those for children - the impact 
becomes painfully clear. A few of the young 
people started to cry. From there we’re taken 
into a gallery of faces - photographs taken of 


the first prisoners in the camp. Each new area 
becomes more and more personal, with life sto¬ 
ries, birth dates and death dates. All too often, 
the death date is unknown. 

It’s only then that we’re walked back onto 
the street and towards the crematorium. 

Afterwards students described it as “cold”. 
Made of brick, it seemed more like a storage 
space. Somebody had left flowers next to the 
door. 

The strange atmosphere of the crematorium 
was the perfect preparation for Birkenau, the 
second part of the camp a few minutes down 
the road. About 75 per cent of the people who 
arrived at Birkenau were picked to die. They 
were brought in on cattle carts along black 
metal tracks. When they arrived, some were 
sent to work and others were sent to their 


deaths. Those that lived suffered with humil¬ 
iating and painful torture, as well as rampant 
disease. It was along the black tracks that the 
groups entered the camp. 

Mae Lawley and Emily Beynon, from Old¬ 
bury Wells School in Bridgnorth, said it had 
been an emotional experience. 

May said: “You don’t expect it. You can’t 
prepare. Auschwitz isn’t like a normal mu¬ 
seum. You don’t go into places where people 
were physically killed. 

“It’s so important to come here on trips like 
this so that we can spread the word to others 
and see what these people had to go through.” 

Emily said: “You see the pictures, the hair 
and where they were killed and it all adds up 
for you. It’s intense. We are here so we can 
make sure that history doesn’t repeat itself.”

Homes 'should 


not be built on 
green spaces' 

AN archaeologist wants to see any new 
housing allocations in Shropshire con¬ 
centrated on brownfield sites. 

Dr George Nash, who is part of the 
Hands Off Old Oswestry Hillfort group, 
said the county’s heritage was under 
threat from housing. 

He said he does not want to see new 
housing built on green spaces close to 
historic sites. 

Shropshire Council is carrying out a 
partial review of its current Local Plan 
and extend it to cover the period up to 
2036. 

Under the existing local plan, 27,500 
houses will be required between 2006 
and 2026. 

The review of the plan is asking 
whether an additional 11,000, 12,000 
or 13,000 houses should be built in the 
Shropshire Council area between now 
and 2036. An eight-week consultation 
into the new plan runs until March 20. 

Dr Nash, who lives in Wem and is a 
research fellow at the Department of Ar¬ 
chaeology and Anthropology, University 
of Bristol, said he did not believe that 
Shropshire needed the extra homes. 

And he added: “Our heritage is under 
great threat from the too much develop¬ 
ment put in the wrong place. 

“Every settlement, every village 
should help bear the load of the hous¬ 
ing with new homes dispersed over the 
county rather than centred on the urban 
areas.” He said that in Oswestry there 
was particular concern for houses being 
build too close to the Oswestry Hill Fort 
and Brogyntyn Hall and its parkland, as 
well as the remains of Wat’s Dyke which 
runs through the centre of Oswestry and 
World War One practice trenches at Park 
Hall. 

Charlies looks 
for expansion 

A COUNTRY store that has just reached 
a sales turnover of £40 million is now one 
of Wales’s largest independent retailers 
and is set to open a store in a city. 

The latest set of accounts for Charlies 
Stores based at Welshpool, which has one 
of its seven stores in Shrewsbury, show 
that turnover grew to £40.3 million in the 
year to July 2016 - up from £38.8 million 
in 2014/15. Pre-tax profit also increased 
to £2.1 million from £1.6 milli on the year 
before. 

The business has opened a second out¬ 
let in Aberystwyth, with another set to 
open in Swansea, becoming its first city 
store. Insider Media Limited said that 
plans are also in place for 110,000 sq ft 
distribution centre at Offa’s Dyke Busi¬ 
ness Park Welshpool, which will enable 
Charlies to serve a larger number of 
stores and to grow its electronic com¬ 
merce business. 

The firm’s directors said: “We remain 
optimistic about the future and as a 
consequence our level of investment in 
2016/17 will be higher than the previous 
year.” In its report accompanying the 
accounts, the directors said: “Looking 
at the year as a whole, our key sales suc¬ 
cesses came from ecommerce, with sales 
up 26 per cent and Carmarthen, where 
our sales were 10 per cent higher than 
last year.”

HUNDREDS of people braved hail 
showers to show their love for 
one of Shropshire’s most impor¬ 
tant ancient monuments when 
they encircled it with hearts at 
the weekend. 

The Hug a Hillfort event at Oswest¬ 
ry’s Iron Age hillfort saw about 350 
supporters unfurl a half a mile long 
string of hearts and wrap the 1,000 
hearts around the structure. 

It was organised by the Hands Off Old 
Oswestry Hillfort (HOOOH) group. They 
want to raise awareness of and protect the 
hillfort and the rest of Oswestry’s heritage. 

Sunday’s event also attracted visitors 
from across the country including repre¬ 
sentatives from the Stonehenge Alliance 
who are campaigning against plans for 
a road tunnel near the famous Wiltshire 
tourist attraction. 

Kate Clarke, of HOOOH, said: “We made 
a complete circle of the part of the site. We 
put up 1,000 hearts although we didn’t 
quite manage to get round the whole of the 
fort in a human chain. 

“People value their green space, health 
and heritage and just want the authorities 
to think carefully about how they extend 
the town and where houses are put up.” 

The string of hearts was made by the 
local community, from pupils in primary 
schools to residents of care homes such as 
New Fairholme. 

As well as the Hug a Hillfort event, the 
weekend included exhibitions and a semi¬ 
nar on Saturday on the structure and its 
importance.

RICHARD Hobson is passionate about retain¬ 
ing village services, so much so that he has just 
re-opened a pub. 

The new landlord of the Parish Pump in 
Criftins, near Oswestry, said the building is a 
lifeline for the community. 

It has not only a pub but also has the village 
hall and post office under its roof as well as ten¬ 
nis courts and a bowls green outside. 

Mr Hobson, 30, became interested in helping 
rural areas keep their services when the border 


villages of Penley, Hanmer and Overton lost 
their bus service last year. 

He helped to campaign for the 146 
Whitchurch to Wrexham service to be brought 
back. It was cancelled when GHA coaches went 
into liquidation, leaving people in the area 
stranded. 

Now he hopes that re-opening the Parish 
Pump will help the Criftins community. 

It shut after Christmas when the previous 
landlord stepped down. 


The businessman owns three companies and 
specialises in marine management, managing 
yachts all over the Mediterranean. 

He also provides outside bars to various 
events in the region. 

“It was the perfect opportunity for me, 
it’s local so I get to see my family more and I 
can rotate stock through the bars and shift a 
greater volume,” he said. Mr Hobson has a vi¬ 
sion for the village and his aim is to keep things 
going for the people in the area. 


He said: “Villages around the country are 
losing their facilities, it was important for me 
to keep things going, for the village. 

“It’s not about making a quick coin, I’ve 
dropped drink prices by 20p. This is a lifeline 
service for some people, I’m more interested in 
the community.” 

Mr Hobson also plans to stand as a councillor 
for the Maelor South Ward, which covers Han¬ 
mer, Penley and Overton on Wrexham County 
Borough Council, in May. 


Grieving mother determined 
to pass on her knife message

ALISON Cope looks at the Knife 
Angel sculpture with a mix of 
horror and appreciation. 

She marvels at the beauty of the an¬ 
gel’s wings, the emotion, sadness and 
confusion on its face. 

Yet as she looks at each individual knife 
that has been used to create the statue 
she knows that one very similar was used 
to murder her son. Josh Ribera was just 
18 and a rising star in the music world - 
known to his fans as grime artist Depzman 
- when his life was taken in a moment of 
madness at a party. 

Since that night in 2013, when her son 
told her he loved her then never came 
home, Alison has devoted her life to edu¬ 
cating young people about the dangers of 
carrying knives. 

Alison was one of the first mothers to 
carve a message on to one of the blades of 
the Knife Angel sculpture, crafted at the 
British Ironwork Centre at Aston near 
Oswestry. 

She said: “It is an amazing piece of art. 
The angel’s expression is so full of sadness, 
its hands outstretched are asking, why?” 

The sculpture stands almost complete, 
built from knives donated by virtually every 
police force in Britain. 

The centre’s chairman Clive Knowles 
said the only forces left to join in were 
South Yorkshire Police, West Yorkshire 
Police and Sussex Police. 

He said: “All three forces have now com¬ 
mitted to releasing knifes and to support 
our National Monument against Violence 
and Aggression. 

“If we can arrange collection, we can 
finish the monument for this summer, 
enabling us to finally apply for the fourth 
plinth in Trafalgar Square.”

Bike and skate 
proposals are 
put to council 

A BIKE track and skate park could be 
built in a Mid Wales town if plans are giv¬ 
en the green-light by the local authority. 

Residents group Llanfyllin Commu¬ 
nity Initiative has lodged the plans with 
Powys County Council for the bike track 
and skate park behind the Spar store in 
the town. 

In its planning application, the group 
said the town’s businesses would reap 
financial rewards if the track and skate 
park was approved. 

A spokesman for the group said: “It 
will enhance a community spirit, also 
bring others into the community which 
would increase the footfall in the town, 
which would benefit local businesses, 
putting Llanfyllin on the biking map, a 
facility that could inspire young people to 
achieve great sporting prowess. 

“If people wanted to develop their skills 
currently they have to travel outside the 
community, whereas a bike track would 
bring people to the community.” 

As part of the plans, the bike track 
includes mounds and follows a closed 
circuit, while the skate park part of the 
site includes quarter pipes, banks, rails 
and steps. The group also said the facility 
would increase road safety in the town. 

“With safety in mind, young people use 
the streets as their bike track endanger¬ 
ing themselves and road users or make 
poorly built kit in the car park,” the 
spokesman said. “Our bike track would 
be built with safety in mind, paying at¬ 
tention to the environment in which it 
will be built.” 

Although the plans have not been met 
with any opposition from the community, 
Wales & West Utilities has responded to 
the application warning it has pipes in 
the area, so it might affect apparatus. 

Landowners in 
mast warning 

LANDOWNERS are being advised to 
seek professional advice to protect their 
interests and secure the best deal follow¬ 
ing moves to establish new mobile tele¬ 
phone masts across Shropshire and sur¬ 
rounding counties. 

Shaun Jones, a rural professional direc¬ 
tor at estate agents, valuers, surveyor and 
auctioneers Halls, has had approaches 
from several landowners relating to pro¬ 
posed sites for telephone masts in Shrop¬ 
shire and the Wrexham area in the last 
12 months. He anticipates more enquiries 
will follow in the coming months. 

“Members of the public are fed up 
with poor mobile phone coverage in 
many parts of the country and have put 
pressure on operators to improve their 
network,” he explained. “Central govern¬ 
ment has applied pressure and the oper¬ 
ators are now seeking new sites on which 
to erect masts. 

“EE, in particular, are applying for 
planning consent for numerous new 
masts because it has a government con¬ 
tract to provide emergency services cov¬ 
erage in surprisingly rural areas. 

“There has been a notable increase in 
applications for new sites in Shropshire 
and surrounding counties and it’s impor¬ 
tant that landowners seek professional 
advice to secure the best possible deal and 
to protect their interests.” 

Worries over 
radiotherapy 

RADIOTHERAPY services at Shrop¬ 
shire’s hospitals could be downgraded - 
because national health chiefs have not 
included the population of Mid Wales in 
their calculations. 

Services provided by Shrewsbury and 
Telford Hospital NHS Trust would be 
reduced to a “satellite unit” under NHS 
England proposals. 

The county would fall into the lowest 
of three tiers of coverage as fewer than 
500,000 people are deemed to rely on 
services provided in the area’s hospitals. 

But health chiefs have claimed if Powys’s 
population was included it would take the 
region above the threshold, enabling it to 
provide more services for patients. A let¬ 
ter will be written to NHS England urg¬ 
ing officials to reconsider their population 
forecast for the area. The hospital trust, 
which runs Royal Shrewsbury Hospital 
and Telford’s Princess Royal, currently 
sits within the middle tier which provides 
radiotherapy treatment for common and 
less common cancers.

Desmond wants to serve as a medic like his girlfriend 


Andrew Garfield is mesmerising as real-life hero Desmond Doss 


Horror of war laid bare

DIRECTOR Mel Gibson returns, 
all guns blazing, with a riveting 
wartime drama based on the true 
story of Desmond Doss. 

Doss served with valour during the 
Second World War without having to fire a 
single bullet. He became the first con¬ 
scientious objector to receive America’s 
highest military award, the Medal of Honor, 
bestowed on the precious few who have 
distinguished themselves with incredible 
gallantry beyond the call of duty. 

In Doss’ extraordinary case, he ran into 
a hail of Japanese bullets in May 1945 at 
the Battle of Okinawa, without a weapon 
to return fire, and risked his life to rescue 
injured soldiers from the blood-soaked 
battleground. 

In an era of questionable morality, when 
principles are repeatedly compromised for 
the sake of selfish gain, one man’s inspira¬ 
tional journey of righteous self-sacrifice is 
an invigorating tonic. 

Gibson directs with verve, orchestrating 
hellish battle scenes. Aerial bombardments 
scythe through flesh, ripping limbs from 
torsos or exploding craniums as a well-tar¬ 
geted bullet careens through an eye socket. 

The senseless slaughter of young men in 
the prime of their lives is heartbreaking. 

Desmond (Andrew Garfield) is born 
and raised with his brother Hal (Nathaniel 
Buzolic) in Lynchburg, Virginia against the 
picturesque backdrop of the Blue Ridge 
Mountains. 

His father Tom (Hugo Weaving) is an 
emotionally scarred veteran of the First 
World War and mother Bertha (Rachel Grif¬ 
fiths) educates her brood using The Bible. 

At an early age, Desmond almost kills Hal 
and he is haunted by the episode.

Her words have a profound effect on 
Desmond, who takes up a vow of paci¬ 
fism, even when he enrols in the US Army. 
He intends to follow the lead of his nurse 
girlfriend, Dorothy Schutte (Teresa Palmer), 
and serve as a medic. 

However, Desmond is ushered into com¬ 
bat training under no-nonsense Sergeant 


Howell (Vince Vaughn) and instantly makes 
enemies of the rest of the squad, especially 
bullying ringleader Smitty Ryker (Luke Brac- 
ey), by refusing to carry arms. 

Desmond’s defiance leads to his arrest 
for insubordination and he faces a trial 
behind closed doors overseen by Captain 
Glover (Sam Worthington) and Captain 
Stelzer (Richard Roxburgh). 

Hacksaw Ridge pulls no punches in its 


depiction of the horrors of conflict. Garfield 
delivers a mesmerising lead performance 
as a gentle and caring man who yearns to 
serve the country he loves, but isn’t willing 
to abandon his moral compass in the name 
of patriotism. 

Gibson marries moments of silent, ago¬ 
nising regret with explosions of deafening 
pyrotechnic spectacle. It’s a brutal, uncom¬ 
promising assault on the senses.

ASX 

MITSUBISHI ASX, FROM £15,999

The ASX has been a global success for 
Mitsubishi and while the company has 
been heavily promoting Outlander PHEV 
technology the ASX has quietly been 
freshened up. 

With over 1,100,000 units produced since 
launch in 2010 it’s easy to see why Mitsubishi 
is keen to see the ASX continue to bring 
home the cash and now it sports the latest 
interpretation of the company’s “Dynamic 
Shield” identity. 

Dynamic Shield is meant to symbolise 
the reassuring safety inherent to Mitsubishi 
Motors’ SUVs, with bold chromed streaks 
on either side of the grille to create a 3D 
suggestion of motion. 

Changes 

In the ASX, the front bumper has been 
altered to accommodate the chrome streaks 
while the central section was blacked-out to 
mimic the new Outlander. 

Other noticeable changes see the upper 
grille now made of thin black horizontal slats 
and connecting with the headlamps for an 
integrated look. 

ASX fits firmly into the small SUV sector 
where there’s a lot of competition and is the 
company’s most mainstream offering to date 
with a choice of petrol or diesel engines and 
two and four-wheel drive on offer. 

It’s surprising shorter than a lot in the sector 
but has a roomy cabin, plenty of back seat 
space and more than enough room for the 
golf clubs. 


There’s a choice of three trim levels and 
while the cabin lacks the quality finish of 
some of the opposition you’d be hard 
pressed to find a car with a clearer instrument 
panel. There’s an entry-level 1.6-litre petrol 
in just two-wheel-drive form only to suit most 
tastes but you can step up to 1.8-litre or 
2.2 litre diesel if low-rev muscle is on your 
agenda. 

On the road soft suspension means the 
ride is good enough as Mitsubishi has geared 
the ASK towards comfort and not sport, 
though the price you pay means you do 
bounce around a bit when things get a bit 
bumpy. 

Visibility 

If you’re an SUV buyer you will be looking 
for a high driving position and you get just 
that from the ASX with slim pillars and a 
clear view ahead, though rear visibility 
isn’t quite as good particularly with three 
passengers on board. Large door mirrors do 
help though. 

You get xenon headlights, rear parking 
sensors and automatic headlights, on all 
models except at entry level and top-spec 
cars also have a rear-view camera. 

There’s Bluetooth connectivity on all 
models but the base car lacks a lot that 
rivals throw in as standard, such as steering 
wheel controls. Sat-nav systems and DAB 
radios are kept back for the top-of-the-range 
specs. 

With a starting price of £15,999 the 
ASX is cheaper than many sector rivals - 
but you could pay as much as £28,349 for 
the top-of-the-range four wheel drive 


offering. The good news is that there will 
be some attractive discount deals to be had 
and Mitsubishi has always had very good 
re-sale values while on the negative side 
C02 emissions are high across the range, a 
deterrent for company car driver. 


All versions come with anti-whiplash head 
restraints, front, side and curtain airbags 
and one for the driver’s knees, brake assist, 
stability control and an emergency-stop signal 
system. 

All versions also get locking wheel nuts, a 


Thatcham-approved alarm and deadlocks. 

It really has been a freshening up exercise 
rather than a re-launch and you are left feeling 
that Mitsubishi could and should have gone 
a bit further if they are to increase sales in the 
small SUV sector.

850, came with AWD from 1997 onwards.

Number of electric cars will increase 80-fold 


BP predicts 100m 
electric vehicles 

Around 100 million electric vehicles are expected 
to be on the road in 20 years’ time, according to BP’s 
2017 Energy Outlook. 

The document, which outlines the petrochemical 
company’s predictions for the coming years, says the 
number of electric cars on the road will increase 80- 
fold by 2035. 

However, the company also predicts that the global 
car fleet will double in size over the same period, 
leaving electric vehicles with a five per cent share of the 
market. 

As a result, BP is optimistic that oil will continue to 
be vital for the transport industry. The report says oil 
demand for cars is estimated to increase by around 
four million barrels a day, although BP expects the 
growth in demand for oil to slow. 

By the early 2030s, the company believes non- 
combusted oil use, such as the production of plastics 
and fabrics, will take over from transport as the main 
source of growth in demand. 

Spencer Dale, the company’s chief economist, 
said: “The impact of electric cars, together with other 
aspects of the mobility revolution, such as self-driving 
cars, car sharing and ride pooling, is one of the key 
uncertainties surrounding the long-term outlook for oil. 

“The possibility that the most important source of 
growth in oil demand in the 2030s won’t be to power 
cars or trucks or planes, but rather used as an input 
into other products, such as plastics and fabrics, is 
quite a change from the past.” 

Weak pound attracts 
foreign top car buyers 



UK luxury car dealers reaping benefits of Brexit 

Supercar buyers are flocking to Britain to take 
advantage of the weak exchange rate and grab a 
bargain, according to one specialist luxury car dealer. 

Surrey-based Romans International claims that 
overseas enquiries have risen by more than 20 per 
cent since the Brexit vote as political and economic 
uncertainty affect the value of the pound. 

The rush to buy has seen a Porsche 918 Spyder, 
a Bugatti Veyron and a McLaren PI all find homes 
overseas. 

Paul Jaconelli, owner of Romans International, said: 
“Buyers of cars like this tend to be shrewd collectors 
or investors, and with such limited availability there 
are only a handful of dealerships in the world who sell 
these types of cars. 

“The last couple of years have seen a huge increase 
in the number of supercars bought overseas and 
imported into Britain, but since Brexit it has completely 
reversed as foreign buyers are taking advantage of the 
weak pound.” 

This new development has given the dealership the 
confidence to invest in even more stock, with three 
ultra-rare McLaren Pis hitting the forecourt with price 
tags of around £1.6 million. 

“Most of the increased interest has come from 
Europe and the Far East,” said Jaconelli. “In truth, we 
would rather sell these cars in the UK as it’s more likely 
we will get the car back when they are ready to sell, but 
the demand is stronger overseas. I expect these Pis 
will all end up abroad. 

“A car like the PI would have cost an American buyer 
$2,205,000 in June. Today they can buy the same car 
for $1,900,000 - a drop of 14 per cent.”
